Senator LaFollette Dead 


Another of the world’s great 
men, Senator LaFollette, has 
passed. Bob LaFollette from 
the day he appeared on the poli- 
tical horizon of our country till 
the moment he descended to rise 
no more was a statesman with- 
out a peer. He saw the line of 
duty marked out for him and re- 
gardless of the petty notions, 
mushroom policies and day- 
dream flighs of his opponents he 
kept on his bearings to the end. 
Forty years ago the LaFolleite 
luminary flashed upon the na- 


tional political skies as a star of | 


the first magnitude and though 
from the beginning forced to 
pass through fogs and clouds and 


smoke its effulgence was never} 


dimmed and its brightness never 
hidden. Across the skies flew 
darts and bolts pointed with poi- 
sons for his State and national 
policies but most of these fell to 
earth broken and harmless. That 
his theories of government were 
always questioned no one would 
contend but that he was a 

stormy petrel, a lashing tug, a 
watchdog ready to bark and 
snap and bite when the simple 


irights of the people were as- 
|sailed. Bob LaFollette never Jost 
|sight of his political mission in 
this country and throughout his 
long stormy career he never lost 
|sight of or doubted that mission. 
Just last year he rigged his ship, 
filled his bunkers, mounted the 
deck and set sail upon the presi- 
dential sea. He believed the frui- 
tion of a lifetime struggle was 
ready for the harvest, but not 
so. Many millions of those who 
had watched his star and foilow- 
ed it with sublime faith joined 
heart and soul to make the voy- 
age a success, and while “Fight- 
ing Bob” felt his ardor cooled 
his faith remained as adamant in 
the right and justice of his cause. 
In his career as an agitator and 
especially in pointing out to his 
countrymen the dangers to hu- 
man rights and liberties that 
lurk in the high as well as low 
places, much good has been 
wrought. When the reefs, bars 
!and other dangerous places over 
which our Ship of State must 
pass appear in sight the warn- 
ing of Senator LaFollette may 
not be observed in vain.
